Effective May 15, the new order is 
designed to conserve Canada’s rubber 
upp.ies for war purpo.-es to prevent 
hoarding, and to keep essential ve¬ 
hicles, including farm trucks and iw- 
nlements, in operation as long as pos¬ 
sible.

offensive of Timoshenko indicates 
growing Russian strength. Action in 
the Ukraine may bring substance to 
the Soviet hope of complete defeat of 
Hitler in 19A2 so far as Russia is af¬ 
fected. Although Russians* regained 
considerable territory during the win¬ 
ter, the power of the strong action 
was mainly in exhausting German 
men and resources. 

Martinique 

Premier Laval of France has an¬ 
nounced that it cQuld not accept Wash¬ 
ington’s conditions respecting the 
Status of Martinique. Washington in 
seeking the neutralization of Martini¬ 
que has had its dealings with Admiral 
Robert, French high commissioner. It 
is understood this has resulted in 
agreement for immobilization of 
French aircraft carrier and cruiser at 
Martinique. 

Laval states that France will not re¬ 
linquish any rights ^ver Martinique or 
France’s West Indies’ possessions. 

It is American intention that French 
posessions in the Caribbean should not 
become a menace to United States. 

German Subs in Atlantic 

A diary picked up by British in 
Libya carries the hint that Germany 
may be using huge submarines to sup¬ 
ply U boat nests along the Atlantic 
ertast of North America. These 1500 
ton undersea craft could carry ,oil 
munitions and supplies to help the U 
boats in re-equipping. 

Burmese Loss 

Factors involved in the course of 
the war in Burma were delay in bring¬ 
ing in veteran Chinese troops and ex¬ 
pulsion of Allied aircraft from Bur¬ 
mese bases by concentrated Japanese 
bombing of all landing ground. 

Japs drove a wedge from Bay of 
Bengal to borders of Thibet in four 
months, separating two of her great¬ 
est foes. Opposing this early in the 
campaign were two British and Indian 
divisions, with R.A.F. and American 
aircraft of about 150. Later one 
Chinese division came to assistance. 

This was totally inadequate in 
eiiuipment and numbers. 

Parts of the British army in Bur¬ 
ma have got into Eastern India end¬ 
ing a five month battle. Native treach¬ 
ery and lack of air support made it im¬ 
possible to hold positions. A defen¬ 
sive line may be formed in northern 
Burma once the men are re-enforced 
with equipment and fighting (tear. The 
R.A.F. have waged destructive attack 
on Jap held bases on the Bay of Ben¬ 
gal. 

Surplus rice produced in Burma, 
1 hailand and French Tndo-China may 
be an instrument to tempt the hungry 
mitlions of India and other lands.

Allied Bombers Hit Jap Bases 
American and Australian planes 
hunted out a Jap air base in Northern 
New Guinea raining bombs and start¬ 
ing fires, and taking the Japs com¬ 
pletely by surprise.

Spring has changed the picture over 
here considerably. We’ve had some 
remarkable weather, much like early 
summertime in Canada. The spot we 
are in is quite windy, giving that home 
like Alberta touch. I’ve been down 
along the sea front a few times, en¬ 
joying the sunshine. I have quite a 
good tan already this season, prob¬ 
ably due to the fact that my job keeps 
me outdoors most of the time. 

1 was just down to my last package 
of cigarettes the other day (in fact I 
had 7 along with my weekly issue of 
30) when a 300 package ariived from 
the Vulcan Elks. Needless to say it 
was the most highly appreciated par¬ 
cel I could have received. Everything 
else is secondary to cigarettes as far 
as I’m concerned while over here. I 
have received no cigarettes from any 
other source as yet. Would you let 
me know how many you have sent 
from time to tinfie so I can keep a 
check over here. 

I have received three letters and the 
Advocate (dated March 19th) dqring 
this week. Mail has been coming in 
slowly the past few weeks. I suppose 
I can expect a flood of it any day now. 

I’m on a 24-hour shift today, then 
1 automatically get 24 hours off. I get 
one of these 24 hour shifts every four 
days but the schedule may be changed 
very soon to 24 hours off then 24 on. 
I’m inclined to think this system will 
prove quite a bore as nearly all my 
time otf will be spent sleeping. 

In glancing through the Advocate 
I notice the fine effort made by the 
community in salvaging paper. Sal¬ 
vage is the first word over her?. Ev¬ 
erything is saved. You may have no¬ 
ticed by the Canadian newspapers 
that it’s an offense punishable by law 
to even throw away a train ticket. The 
results of this ceaseless effort are 
very commendable in more than one 
way. The town I’m stationed near, is 
very clean, no waste paper littering 
the streets. 

I’ve run into two chaps in the past 
week, with whom 1 took my course a: 
U. of A. They were both on leave 
here. I had a night out with one of 
the chaps and we had a very good 
time. 

Things are quite quiet here. I can 
report nothing very exciting. My job 
has become a routine now, much the 
same as in “civie street.” We would 
all like to see more action, and shcrte ; , 
the war. Heavy raids have been car¬ 
ried on over Germany in the past few

raids on I/Ondon more than 100,000 
Umkets were distributed. They were 
to be found in tube stations, in the 
churches, in the public shelters and in 
the little Anderson shelters amidst 
the ruins of our homes. An old lady 
.ho was dug out after being buried 
for 24 hours was asked if she was very 
cold. “No,” she said, “I was wrapped 
in my red Canadian blanket.” 

As the raids developed our needs 
became more varied and urgent. 
Thousands of garments had to be pro¬ 
dded. Night after night hundreds of 
families were lendered homeless, their 
nig’nt clothing often the only posses¬ 
sions left to them. Stocks of Canadian 
clothing were rushed to emergency 
entres and family after family was 
fitted out. ^The next problem was 
food and once more Canada came to 
our aid. Soup, cheese, milk, stew— 
all were sent to us from the Canadian 
Red Cross. 

Once this emergency work was car¬ 
ried out, there remained the arduous 
task of making permanent arrange¬ 
ments for our homeless. Children had 
to be evacuated, hostels for old people 
had to be set up, invalids had to be 
sent away to relations or friends, all 
of them had to be equipped and thous¬ 
ands. of Canadian Red Cross parcels 
were to be seen at our railway sta¬ 
tions.

Leslie Kmslie Who Knows 
Russia Tells of Remarkable 
Progress Made There in Re¬ 
cent Years 


Although the Red Cross drive which 
commenced May 11 has been held up 
locally to some extent because of flood 
eonddione, canvassing is going for¬ 
ward with as great speed as possible. 
In view of the great work done by the 
Canadian Red Cross, it is hoped that 
local donations will be generous. 

Like a sturdy lifeline stretching be¬ 
tween soldiers of the Empire who are 
prisoners of war and their folks back 
home, the Canadian Red Cross is now 
packing prisoners of war food parcels 
at the rate of 2,000,000 parcels a year 
with plans under way to increase this 
to 4,000,000 ptrcels a year by the end 
of 1942. Packed by volunteer woit;- 
ers at Red Cross depots in Montreal 
and Toronto, these parcels are sent to 
t! e International Red Cross at Geneva 
which sends them on to British, Cana¬ 
dian, Australian an.l New Zealand 
soldiers interned in prison camps in 
Germany, Italy and Africa. 

Each parcel weighs eleven pounds 
and contains sufficient food to supple¬ 
ment prison camp rations for one 
week. Whole milk powder, butter, 
cheese, corned beef, pork, salmon, sar¬ 
dines or kippers, raisins, prunes, jam 
biscuits, chocolate, salt, pepper, tea 
and soap are included in each parcel, 
each carefully selected by authorities 
on nutrition to maintain^he health 
and spirits of prisoners of war as far 
as possible. 

To pack and ship one of these food 
parcels to the International Red Cross 
distributing centre at Geneva. Swit- 
zerland, it costs approximately $2.50 
and for this service to prisoners of 
war the Canadian Red Cross is plan¬ 
ning to allot $3,560,000 out of the $9,- 
000,000 required for the operations of 
the Society during the next year. 

Blood Serum 

Last >ear 30,000 donations of blood 
were given with many donors giving 
regular tv More dimes must be open¬ 
ed and 76,000 donors are required. A 
leserve of serum must be built up. A 
freezing and dewatering process con¬ 
verts the blood plasma to powder 
which can be stored on ships, at battle 
fronts or in hospitals indefinitely. Part 
of the $9,000,000 finances this blood 
>ei utji. 36,689 blood donors gave their 
Wood in Red Cross clinics across the 
dominion last year.
